Hitler has secmvd a 
measure of integration and coordi- 
nation of the productive resources of 
a large part of the continent of 
Europe. 


"We must demonstrate that inte- 


gration and cocfdination of the pro- 
ductive resGiinrs of the continent 
of America is pis-sible through dem- 
ocratic processes and free consent." 


The joint declaration of produc- 


tion' policy—outgrowth of a series 
of meetings this year and last be- 
tween President Roosevelt and Ca-

“Since all moonshine whiskey is 
produced through the processes of 
fermentation and distillation from 
sugai. sugar is the one absolute es­ 
sential upon which an illicit dis­ 
tiller is dependent for his existence 
Deprived of it. his theft oi taxes 
so sorely needed to support the n a ­ 
tional defense program would cease.’ i 
How Moonshiners Work

plain that Moonshiners usually used 
a one-hundred pound bag of sugar 
to each 100 gallons of mash, with 
the addition in some instances of 
yeast, malt, rye or corn meal.
